Gladiators 
hand: He has given us fo clear an Account 
of the true import of the word Schi/zm, as it 
is uſed 1n Sacred Writings, as does acquit 
all the ſober, moderate, peaceable men, 
and. only falls upon 'the fiery, proud, 
cenſorious Bigots of both Perſwaſtons. 

In fo healing 'an Enterprize as this, he 
could fear no oppolition except from two 
forts of perſons ; The furious Zealot, who 
will find himſelf too deeply concerned to be 
quiet and ealiez And the Debauchee, who 
makes uſe of the.

others the moſt ſacred and invaluable, 

It is plain from this mans confeflion, that 
to be a Diſciple or Believer would make a 
man a Member of the Church in Apoſtolical 
times; and we cannot bur aſſent to that ex- 
cellenr ſaying of the now Biſhop of Worceſter, 
Tr is pity that which -would make a man a 
Diſciple of Chriſt then, ſhould not be ſufh- 
cient to make him a Member of the Church 
now; but we have no reaſon to doubt the 
contrary; and if ſuch a perſon fhould be 
(clave errante) ſhut out of the Communion 
of a particular Church, God would ſtill lcok 
upon him as his own ; for the pride and per- 
verſeneſs of men ſhall not make the Faith of 
Chrift of none efte&; 

That prevalency of the Goſpel (which he 
ſpeaks of ) in Primitive times, we believe, 
and adore that divine Energy that appezred 
therein, making its way through ſo formi- 
dable an Bn as 1t every where met 
with ; and next tothe Power of God, which 
1s to be accounted the principal cauſe, we 
cannot but aſcribe this wonderful ſucceſs to 
the ſanCtity of the Preachers, and the ſpiri- 
tuality and fimplicity of their DoEtrine and 
Worſhip; for we find it has made but a {low 
progreſs in the World, fince men, upon pre- 
tence of adoring ir, have cncumbred it with 


needleſs 
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needleſs Ceremonies, and committed the ma- . * 
nagement thereof to men, who ( many of 
them) had little to recommend them to the 
ſervice beſides a vehement Zeal for theſe Re- 
ligious Impertinencies, | 
But, though the Apoſtles did propagate 
the Goſpel far and wide, yet that they did 
actually [ Preach it to all Nations ]is a thing 
we never heard of before T, W.- told us ſo 
and we muſt have better evidence before 
we believe it. Whether [the ſeven Churches 
in Aſia had ſeven Biſhops preſiding over & 
them] neither more nor leſs, is a thing that 
no way affefs the preſent Controvetrlie, nor 
can any thing be concluded-from thence-in 
favour of our Engliſh Prelacy, till the Power 
of thoſe Biſhops, the extent of their Dio» 
cefles, the quality of their. Under-Oftieers, 
the Modes of thetr Worſhip, and Terms of 
Communion be proved the ſame with ours, 
or liable to the ſame exceptions. We have 
no prejudice againſt Epiſcopacy, name or 
thing, provided it be reduced to the Primi» 
tive Srandard. He muſt not think to run us 
down with a bare word, We hnd mention 
made of Presbyters in Scripture z he would 
think it irrational from hence to aflert Scotch 
Presbytery ro be Pure Divino ; the name 
will 6gnifie little in the debate, till the true

I will not take upon me to contradict 
thoſe 'Learned men that think the Angels 
there mentioned were Biſhops, but to ſay [it 
is plain by the word Angel they were fo ] 
is a wonderful Argument indeed 5 as if 
Biſhop and Angel were convertible terms.

unjted into -one Body, whereof Chriſt is 
Head, having the ſame Baptiſm, the 'fame 
Faith, and the fame Euchariſt ] that is the 
ſame for ſubſtance for it that they all agreed 
in the Primitive times in the. ſame Circum- 
ſtances, ſuch a Unity we hold, and'doubt 
not but in our Congregations this Unity 
may be found, - They are made up of vift- 
ble Chriſtians, ſuch as in the Judgment of 
Charity are united to Chriſt by Faith 5 we 
have:the fame Baptiſm with the Apoſtolical 
Churches for Subſtance, and come as near: 
in'circumſtances gs we can to the Rule, leav= 
ing-out the inn6vations of latter and more 
corrupt times, we hold the fame Doftrines 
of Faith, and the ſame Euchariſt, and afrer 
the ' Apoſtolical Mode, as far as by -their 
Writings appears, and thus far.we are the 
ſame with them in the External Worſhip and 
Service of Gad, and the ſame with all other 
true Churches, as far as they are the ſame 
with the Apoſtolical, and differ from them 
no farther than upon a ſerious Enquiry, we 
find they, differ from theſe. 

We expett T, W.. ſhould-ſtand. to this De-

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Cauſe ; for if this be the true proper Unity 
of Churches, then there may be true Church 
Unity without the uniting of many particu- 
lar Churches, Miniſters and People into.one 
Dioceſan Church under the Juriſdiction of a 
Prelate and his Officers ; then there may be 
true Church Unity without a neceflary ob. 
ſervation of the ſame Parochial Precincts: I 
do not ſpeak againft the conveniency of ſuch 
a thing, but only obſerve that it is not de 
Eſjentid4 Unitats, according to this Mans 
definition ; and there may be true Church 
Unity without an abſolute Uniformity in the 
ſame Modes and Circumſtances of Worſhip 
and conſequently a Man may plead to the 
Juriſdiction of a Dioceſan Prelate, may ſtep 
_ over Pariſh Bounds, and may worſhip God 
without the Ceremonies uſed in England, and 
yet be free from _the guilt of Schiſm, tor if 
none of theſe things be Effential to the 
Churches Unicy, they may be omirted, and -- 
that preſerved entire notwithſtanding, 
Touching the continuance of the Church 
of God upon Earth we have no Controver- 
fie with him,we believe it will be cill Chriſts

we know of no Succeflors that they have, 
their call to this Apoſtolical power was - ex- 
traordinary, their Authority was Univerſal, 
their Commiſſion extended to the whole 


. World, and was the ſame in all Churches. 


Now to ſay that the Biſhops which are ſta- 
ted Paſtors in an Organical Church are the 
Apoſtles Succeflors in this Apoſtolical power, 
18 deftruCtive to their own Notion of Church 


Government, and would pive the Biſhop of .4 


Rome as great power in Eng/andas the Arche 
Biſhop of Canterbury ( when there is one, 
Indeed as the Apoſtolical power did contain 
[ eminenter || the Paſtoral power, fo far the 
Biſhops or Paſtors of Churches do ſucceed 
them; bur this cannot be properly called an 
Apoſtolical Succeſſion, 

I ſhall not diſpute with him the Epiſcopal 
Juriſd:Aion of Timothy and Titms, it figni- 
fies nothing till the Nature and Extent of 
that Office be firſt determined out of Scrip- 


ture: Dr. Hammond tells us, all the Elders *

that every particular Church hadat leaſt one * 
of theſe, and no doubt but Epbeſres and Creet 
had ſuch Biſhopsas well as other Churches, 
but whether Timothy and Trews were ſuch is 
not certain or material; though their fre- 
quent removes from place to place ar the 
command of the Apoſtles, makes it very pro- 
bable that their Office was itinerant and.ur» 
fixed, Bur *tis pretry to hear him ſay theſe 
two were ordained the Biſhops of Epbeſws 
and Creet by the Apoſtles, Was there any- 
Apoſtle then beſides Pal concerned -in it ? 
But here lyes the Trick, they muſt needs be 
two Biſhops, and the Apoſtolical Succeſſion - 
muſt begin in them, and therefore it was ne- 
ceſſary to mention their Ordination' by. A- 
poſtles in the plural, becauſe it does not a- 
gree with the nature of a proper Sacceſſion 
that 70 Biſhops ſhould ſucceed one Apoſtle - 
in his Apoſtolical power, for then Timothy 
would have been as much Biſhop of Creet as 
of Epheſus, and Titws as much wr of E- 
ro as Timotby, for the Apoltolical power | 
veſted by Succeflion in them extended as --

fe:fible ro trace this Line of Succeflion,— 
Ard though Trenews might be able to 
[name all the Succeflors of the Apoſtolick 
Charches in his day] yet that will hard- 
ly prove that there has been no interrup- 
tion fincs, renee is ſaid to have been 
the Scholar of Polycarp, who was the Dif- 
eiple of Sr, Fohy, and he is faid to have 
died in the year of Chriſt 182, Ir is there- 
fore, very probable he might remember 
the; names of all that had been Biſhops of 
Robe, Feruſalem and Alexandria, fince 
he had not much above the ſpace of an 
hundred years ro burthen his memory 
with; a leſs man than he can tell who 
have been Biſhops of Cheſter for a hun- 
dred years—but does it follow that an 
uninterrupted Succeflion for above 1600 
years is equally certain ?
